world wide attention to the menace 
from rust. He suggested that tmport 
ant bodies in Oanada should pass 
resolutions asking the dominion gov- 


enment to offer a prige of $1,000,000 
to any person or persons who could 
provide an adequate check to rust. He 
pointed out that a reasonable estimate 
of the loss from rust yearly would 
Place the amount at between twenty- 
five and fifty millions The prize 
would therefore be a «mall fraction 
of the loss in one year

When I read auch 
a book as that of Dr. Healy on “Hon- 
esty,” with his accounts of so many 
different kinds of cases with this 
common failing, I am still more con- 
vinced that the motives and the 
causes and the cures are not the same 
in all cases; and that what helps tn 
some cases will not solve others. I am 
impressed, likewise, with the fact thal 
the great majority of these cases 
occur in young persons at a time 
when they are subject to stresses of 
nature, and all sorts of delinquencies 
and strange behavior break out in 
those whose make-up is not well pre- 
pared to meet these temptations. 

Some phychologists trace a close re- 
lation between delinquency and se- 
vere or irregular sexual strains. The

advice. It certainly takes ten times
